Peter Schmidt, a well known youn g 
machinist of the Burlington 
round 
house, living at 532 A v o n street, was 
killed while jumping from a moving 
train at the A v o n and Ilhgar street 
crossing of the Milwaukee road early 
this morning. 
His watch had stopped 
at 3:47, indicating this is the time he 
met death. 
T h e young man was bad­ 
ly mangled about the arms and one 
foot was crushed. 
His skull was also 
fractured. 
The exact w ay in which he 
was 
killed will probably never be known 
<as no one saw him get off the train, 
upon which he rode from the south 
side. 
The theory is advanced 
by some 
that he m ay have stood on the step 
from the north side depot 
to the 
A von street crossing planning to drop 
off there, as his home is only one 
block from the place where he was 
killed. 
His friends, however, do not 
be­ 
lieve this as he was never known to 
attempt to get off a train unless it 
was g o i n g very slow or had stopped. 
The passenger train is always goin g 
at such a rate of 
speed 
when 
it 
passes this crossin that an unexperi­ 
enced man could not possibly expect 
to get off safely. 
H e had n e v e r ‘ tried 
to get off there before 
Mr. Smith’s friends say that he al­ 
ways went to sleep very easily and 
that he has already 
gone past the 
north side depot twice, and 
rather 
than try to get off 
he 
has 
gone 
through. 
T h e y think that 
he m ay 
have gone past the north side depot 
this time and w oke up soon after and 
did not wish to go to Sparta and so 
attempted to get off. 
About tw enty feet west of the side­ 
walk there is a foot print in som e 


soft dirt which looks as though he 


m ay have stopped here when he got 
off, and slipped. 
His clothes probably 
caught and carried him to the w-alk 
where he fell and was carried under 
the coaches. 
His left arm was crushed above the 
elbow’ but was not broken. 
His right 
arm was broken at the 
elbow* 
and 
crushed above it, and the fingers of 
both hands arc badly bruised. 
H is 
left foot is crushed below the heel 


and there were tw o small cuts on the 


left side of his n e c k , .w h ile on the 


top of his head, on the left side, there 
was a cut about three inches long, 


and this no doubt caused his death, 
as^ the skull w*as fractured. 
I he swatch engine followed soon 
after the passenger had passed and 
Edward W ebber, a switchman, found 
the injured man. 
Charles Hilbert who 
lives nearby heard the man scream 
and was also there about this time. 
W'ebber held his lantern to Schmidt’s 
face and said: 
“ It’s Pete Smith.” 
; 
T h e dying man answered: “ T h a t’s 
me.” 


H e w*as then asked if he knew Mr. 
W e b b e r and he said he did. 
H e was 
asked if there was anything he want­ 
ed and he said “ A drink of water.” 
T h e injured man 
lived 
about 30 
minutes. 
Rev. Louis Kaluza of the 
St. John’s church was called but he 
was dead before he arrived. 
Mr. 
D w y e r 
was 
summoned soon 
after and the body was taken to his 
rooms w’here it w-as laid until it wTas 
removed to the home today.
